Amend the Act of the fourteenth and fifteenth years of a.d. 1373. 
Victoria, chapter fifty-seven, intituled “An Act to con- 
“ solidate and amend the Laws relating to Civil Bills and 
“ Courts of Quarter Sessions in Ireland, and to transfer to 
“ the Assistant Barristers certain Jurisdictions as to Insol- 
“ vent Debtors.” 

TT7" HERE AS by the Act of the fourteenth and fifteenth years 
V ? of Her present Majesty Queen Victoria, chapter 57, intituled 
“ An Act to consolidate and amend the laws relating to civil 
“ bills and the courts of quarter sessions in Ireland, and to transfer 
5 “ to the assistant barristers certain jurisdiction as to insolvent 
“ debtors,” after stating that an Act had passed in the fourth year 
of His late Majesty King George the Fourth, intituled “ An Act 
" to divide the county of Cork for the purpose of holding additional 
c c general sessions therein,” and which latter Act, after reciting 
10 “ that the county of Cork was very extensive and populous, and 
“ that it was requisite for the due administration of justice within 
“ the said county, and the preservation of the peace therein, that 
“ general sessions of the peace should be frequently holden therein, 

“ enacted that from and after the first day of September one 
15 “ thousand eight hundred and twenty-three, for the purpose of 
“ holding the general sessions of the peace in the said county 
“ of Cork, and for and in respect of all matters relating to 
“ such general sessions, but not for any other purpose, or in 
“ any other respect, the said county of Cork should be and the 
20 “ same was thereby declared to be divided into two ridings to 
“ be called the east riding and the west riding of the county of 
« Cork:” Said first-mentioned Act enacted “that five general 
“ sessions of the peace should be holden in the course of 
“ every year in each of the said ridings of. the county of Cork 
35 « so constituted and thereby continued, so that one general ses-

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A.D. 1873. “ sions should he holden in every month, excepting in the two 
— “ months in which the general assizes should he holden for the 

“ county of Cork at large ; and that such general sessions should 
“ he holden alternately in the east riding and in the west riding of 
“ the said county, and at such times that there should, if possible, 
“ he one week between the end of the session in one of the said 
“ ridings and the beginning of the ensuing session in the other 
“ of the said ridings ; and that a general sessions for the said 
“ east riding should he held as soon as might he in the month of 
“ September in each year, and that a general sessions for the said 
“ west riding should he held in the month of October in each year, 
“ and that the subsequent general sessions of the peace should be 
“ holden alternately in the said east and west ridings, and so from 
** year to year in the like order : Provided always that it should and 
“ might be lawful for the Lord Lieutenant or other chief governor 
“ or governors of Ireland for the time being at any time by and with 
“ the advice and consent of the Privy Council to order and direct 
“ that four general sessions of the peace, and no more, should 
“ thenceforth be holden in each of the said ridings of the said 
“ county of Cork in each year for the discharge of all such criminal 
“ and other business as might be determinable at general or quarter 
« e sessions of the peace, or in a civil bill court in place and stead 
“ of the said five general sessions of the peace so herein-before 
“ appointed, and to order and direct that the same should be holden 
“ at such times and places, and in such manner in each of the said 
“ ridings, as to the said Lord Lieutenant or other chief governor or 
“ governors with such advice as aforesaid should seem fit, and also 
“ to direct and appoint the manner of making known the periods at 
“ which the same should be holden; and from thenceforth the 
“ several provisions therein-before contained for holding five general 
“ sessions of the peace in and for the said county, and for regulating 
“ the times of holding the same, should cease and determine, and all 
< c the criminal and other business of the general sessions of the 
“ peace and of the civil bill courts iu and for the said several 
“ ridings of the said county should thenceforth be heard and 
c ‘ determined at the said four general sessions of the peace so to 
“ be appointed as aforesaid 

And whereas by a proclamation dated the second day of August 
one thousand eight hundred and fifty-six the Lord Lieutenant, 
■with the consent of the Privy Council of Ireland, ordered that four 
general sessions of the peace, and no more, should thenceforth be 
holden in each of the ridings of the county of Cork in each year 
for the discharge of all criminal and other business as might be 
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determinable at general or quarter sessions, or in a civil bill court, AD 1873. 
instead of tlie said five general sessions of the peace so above 
appointed to be liolden, and by said proclamation further ordered 
and directed that the said four general quarter sessions of the peace 
5 for the discharge of all such criminal and other business as might 
be determinable at general or quarter sessions, or in a civil bill 
court, should be holden at the times and places and in the manner 
in each of the said ridings therein mentioned, that was to say, as 
regarded the said west riding of said county of Cork, that such 
10 general quarter sessions should commence as nearly as possible in 
three weeks nest after the commencement of each quarter sessions 
for the east riding, and that the days on which such general quarter 
sessions should commence should be fixed and appointed, as they 
then were for the other counties in Ireland, by the two assistant 
15 barristers for the said ridings, who should mutually fix and appoint 
the times for holding the next four general or quarter sessions for 
such riding, of which time due notice should be posted by the clerk 
of the peace on or before the fifteenth day of November in each 
year, and also six weeks before the day of holding each sessions : 

20 And whereas it was by said Act of the fourteenth and fifteenth 
of the Queen further enacted that it should and might be lawful 
for the said Lord Lieutenant or other chief governor or governors 
of Ireland to order and declare that each of such assistant barristers 
so appointed for such ridings as aforesaid should receive and be 
25 paid such one of the several yearly salaries as were therein provided 
for assistant barristers mentioned in the class two or class three in the 
schedule (B.) to said Act annexed, as to the said Lord Lieutenant 
should seem meet : 

And whereas the salary of the said assistant barrister for said 
30 west riding of the said county of Cork was placed in class two of 
said schedule (B. ) to said Act : 

And whereas the times fixed for holding the sessions in the said 
west riding of the county of Cork have hitherto been found in- 
convenient to the public generally, and to suitors, jurors, and 
35 professional men engaged in the courts of quarter sessions in said 
west riding of the county of Cork : 

And whereas a doubt exists as to the power of the Lord Lieu- 
tenant to make any further order for fixing or regulating the times 
for holding the several sessions in said west riding : 

4Q And whereas the said west riding of the said county of Cork .is 
very extensive and populous, and the amount of sessions business 
done thereat is very considerable : 

Be it therefore enacted by the Queen’s most Excellent Majesty, 
by and with the advice and consent of the Lords Spiritual and
